WASHINGTON, March 31.—To the ex- 
pense of the expedition in Mexico en- 
tailed by the purchase of eight biplanes 
and 2000 cavalry horses, arrangements 
for which are under way, today was 
added the extra pay for foreign service 
of troops actually in Mexico. It was 
the first pay day for the American 
forces- since they crossed the border. 
Foreign service calls for 0 per cent for 
enlisted men and 10 per cent for officers. 
At the Quartermaster-General’s office 
it was estimated that the additional pay 
would amour to about $36,700 monthly.

LIENS ARE $152,880,109 


Sale’ Is for Bondholders and 
Receivers Will Be Retained 


for Awhile. 


A decree of foreclosure against the 
lrisco Railroad, providing for its sale 
to satisfy bondholders’ claims, was 
signed by United States Judge Sanborn 
at 12:50 this afternoon. 

The sale, according to the decree, is 
to satisfy liens in the amount of $152,- 
880,109.74, in the form of mortgages held 
by the Bankers’ Trust Co. of New Yor’ 
and Neil A. McMillan, trustees, and the 
Guaranty Trust Co. of New York. The 
Guaranty company lien is $74,823,109.74, 
and the Bankers’ company lien is $75,- 
057,000. 

Judge Sanborn fixed a price of $45,- 
700,000 on the entire property, exce't 
that part pledged to the North Ameri- 
can Trust Co. The latter is said to 
be valued at $600,000. 

Price Is a Minimum. 

This price of $45,700,000, lawyers said, 
represents the smallest amount that will 
b= accepted at the foreclosure sale. <A 
special master will be named to .con- 
duct the sale ‘The sale must take place, 
and the purehase price must be paid, 
within 30 days. 

The Court ordered that following the 
sale, a deficiency judgment sha!l be en- 
tered bv the specia! master, against the 
railroad for whatever difference there 
may be between the price which it 
brings at the sale and its obligation to 
the two trust companies. 

If, for example, the property should 
be sold for $70,000,000, there would still 
remain, as a lien against the property, 
the unpaid balance of nearly $83,000,000, 
the difference between the sale price and 
the total mortgage indebtedness. 

Judge Sanborn signed the decree, in 
the form in which it was submitted tv 
him by counsel, after he had caused the 
lawyers to insert a general provision 
for a settlement with unsecured cred- 
itors. The percentage of their claims 
which these creditors will receive wil! 
be fixed later. 

Receivers to Stay Six Weeks. 

Judge Sanborn said the foreclosure 
would not terminate the receivership at 
once, and that the receivers would be re- 
tained for six weeks or longer. 

The minimum price of $45,700,000, fixed 
by the court, includes the property cov- 
ered by the refunding mortgage of 
$25,000,000, held by the Bankers’ Trust 
Co., of New York, and Neil A. McMil- 
lan, trustees; the $20,000,000 property cov- 
ered by the general lien mortgage, other 
than that embraced in the refunding 
mortgage; and $700,000 for property not 
covered by any mortgage. 

The $20,000,000 mortgage is held by the 
Guaranty Trust Co., of New York, 
which, with the Bankers’ Trust Co., filed 
the foreclosure sult.

COURT OVERTURNS 
ASSESSMENT FOR 


Fear Is That State Supreme Rul- 
ing May Upset Entire Plan 
Under Local Charter. 


BROADWAY LOTS INVOLVED 


Held That Levy on Contiguous 
Property, Without Regard to 
Denefit Is Confiscation. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.—The 
Supreme Court, in Division No. 2, tuday 
held that the St. Leuis ordinance provid- 
ing for the ievying of special tax Dbilis 
against contiguous property for street 
improvement is in conflict with that sec- 
tion of the Constitution of the United 
States which »rovides that property shall 
not be confiscated without due process 
of law. 

The decision was given in a suit by 
the Ruecking Construction Co. against 
William W. Withnell to satisfy tax biils 
issued oy the city for the improvement 
of Broudway between Osage and Neosho 
street. Ths total amount sued for was 
$7717. 

Unequal Taxation Is Defense. 

The defense offered by Withnell was 
that land owned by other persons, simi- 
larly situated, was not taxed for the 
improvement and that his land was as- 
sessed in excess of any possible bene- 
fit to be derived from the improvement. 

In several previous decisions, the Su- 
rreme Court had upheld the validity of 
such an ordinance, but the present de- 
cision is based on a recent decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
it which Justice Holmes referred to 
similar methods of assessing penalties 
for road improvement as “blind obe- 
dience to rule that requires the result,”’ 
and said that the ordinann was “a 
farrago of irrational  ifregularitics 
throughout.” 

The section of the old city charter un- 
ager which the ordinances was pass] 
provides that in fixing the assessment 
for street improvements “‘a lien shall bce 
drawn midway between the street to 
be improved and the next parallel o1 
converging street on each side, which 
line shall be the boundary of the dis- 
trict, except as hereinafter provided 
namely, if property adjoining street to 
be improved is divided into lots the 
district lines shall be so drawn as to 
include entire depth of all lots fronting 
on street to be improved.’’ 

The charter also provides that if no 
parallel or converging street is on either 
side of improved street, the boundaries 
of the district may be removed 200 feet. 

Basis of Withnell’s Suit. 

Withnell owned 10 lots and two un- 
plotted tracts in the district. It was 
shown that his lots were assessed on a 
depth of 120 feet while other lots were 
assessed on much less. In the large 
tracts it was shown:that he was as- 
sessed on a depth of 252 feet on one 
and 218 on another and that one 
of them was assessed on a frontage of 
430 feet along Broadway, though 
tended beyond the scope of 
ment. 

Following the directions laid down in 
the decision of the Federal Court, it is 
held that property abutting on the im- 
proved section of the street must  e 
assessed equally in proportion to bene- 
fits.

The cottonwoods have furnished light 


foot bridges across the creeks, the only 
natural shade against the sun. and oc- 
casionally their Immense trunks have 
been used as shelters against the cold, 
sand and s‘eet during the quick changes 
of the climate. 

The loss of horses on the forced 
marches into Mexico, in itself remark- 
ably small, has been further reduced by 
the instincts of self-preservation of the 
trained cavalry animals when they had 
to be left to shift for themselves. Some 
of these animals have managed to tra] 
and finally overtake the columns which 
had dropped them. They are being 
caught as they recover and put back 
into service. In the camps there are a 
few who stuck to the long trail after 
they had been unsaddled and turned 
loose as incumbrances. 


The roads leading south from Colum- 
bus to the expeditionary base are 
marked with ingenious wordless sign 
posts. Engineers or truck drivers, upon 
discovering a fault or a turn in the 
road which they wished to indicate, and 
having nothing with which to make a 
sign board, bave used the thorny chap- 
paral bushes which cover nearly the 
entire country to a height of two or 
three feet. The bushes were cut down 
and laid diagonally across the roads. 
The drivers know from the angle which 
direction to take when they turn out 
from the main road. 

The men have adapted themselves 
quickly to the cold in the altitude >f 
this section of Northern Mexico.

The latest acquisition in the Art Room 
at the Governor’s mansion in Jefferson 
City is an oil portrait of Gov. Major,

The story of how the painting really 
was paid for becomes public for the 
first time. Col. Fred D. Gardner did 
it with his little checkbook. 

After paying the artist, Col. Gardner 
was entirely willing for the other colo- 
nel’s to reimburse him, as had been 
agreed upon, but they contributed ‘tu 
so limited an extent tuat he gave their 
small contribution to the artist as 
extra ‘‘change’’ for his work. 


Arranged For Two Years Age. 

Gov. Major's colonels, about two years 
ago appointed a committee which se- 
lected Carl G. Waldeck, an artist, of 
$538 Pine street to paint the Governor s 
picture. With much pomp and cere- 
mony, and in the presence of the colo- 
nels in full regimentals the painting was 
unveiled in the Governors Mansion 
March 12 last year. 

Gov. and Mrs. Major gave a reception 
for the colonels and members of the 
legislature. Col. and Mrs. Fred D. Gard- 
ner, Col. and Mrs. Horace 8S. Rumscy 
and Miss Julia Rumsey were guests a* 
the mansion for several days before and 
after the presentation. 

Colonels interviewed in the last few 
days said their recollection was that 
the cost of the portrait was about $800. 
Col. J. D. Perry Francis was selected 
as treasurer of the colonels to collect 
the funds. He wasn't kept busy. 

Bill Sent to Gardner. 

The artist, with rare toresight, 
the bill to Col. Gardner, who paid for 
the painting with his personal check. 
A few days later each Colonel received

paid for and asking that the Colonels 
send their pro rata contributions to 
Col. Gardner. 

Some of the Colonels responded, but 
Col. Gardner was not called upon to 
uver-exert himself raking itn the money 
The Colonels’ contri>ution:s amounted 
to only $171, which left a balance of $629 
as Col. Gardner's contrivution. This 
looked like a mere bagatelle to the 
purse-free Colonel. Instead oi 
it as reimbursement he sent it to Artist 
Waldeck, who thus received $171 more 
fer the painting than the price he had 
stipulated. 

Up to about the time of the presenta- 
tion of the-picture the Governor’ fre- 
quently was a guest at the Gardner 
home and the Gardners often were en- 
tertained at the Governor's mansion. 

Transfers His Friendship,

every time he visited St. Louis.

The informa- 
tion furnished by Von der Goltz, it is 
said, completed a chain of evidence 
which Federal authorities have been 
welding against six men for a year and 
a half. Other arrests are expected 
soon. 

From representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Justice here it was learned that 
the plot in which Tauscher is alleged 
to have been implicated was the first 
of several believed to have originated 
in the United States, having the de- 
struction of the Welland Canal as their 
purpose. 

Outline of Evidence. 

In outlining the evidence § against 
Tauscher and his alleged confederates, 
Federal agents said that soon after the 
war started a party of six men pur- 
chased from an explosive company in 
this city a quantity of dynamite. 

The dynamite was taken by them at 
night in a trunk from a ship anchored 
near Gravesend Bay, it is charged, the 
launch proceeding to a dock on the 
Hudson River in Harlem, where the 
dynamite was unloaded and taken in 
cab to a boarding house in Manhattan. 
There, it is asserted, the explosive was 
fitted with fulminating caps and elec- 
trical devices for exploding them, after 
which it was packed in six suit cases 
that the alleged conspirators took with 
them over the New York Central Rall- 
road to Buffalo and from there to Niag- 
ara Falls.

WATCHES GERMANS HAMMER 
AWAY AT VERDUN POSITIONS 


Declares That City Is Continually on Fire and 
That French Only Hold Narrow Strip 
in Front of Main Batteries. 
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By Associate’ Press. 

HEADQUARTERS 
OF THE GERMAN 
BEFORE VERDUN, Mare 
lin and Lindon, March 390.—German ar- 
tillery is playing heavily on the north 
front of Verdun. Vast clouds of smoke 
mark the site of the burning subur> 
behind Forts Belleville and Froideterre, 
set afire by the bombardment of these 
two forts, which bar ingress to the city 
along the east bank of the Meuse. 

Eight miles westward, the 
river, a mass of smoke columns float- 
ing like a hazy forest of cypress above 
4othincourt, Malancourt and Hill No. 
3904, testifies to the hail of high-cali- 
bered shells which is falling on this 
narthwestern outpost of the French po- 
sitions. Which of these two points wil! 
be the scene of the next phase of the 
German offensive is a question which 
doubtless is puzzling the minds of Gea. 
Joffre and Gen. Petain. 

The Associated Press corresponden* 
has made an inspection of the grounl 
gained by the Germans on the Verdun 
front in the fortnight since his last 
visit. On the previous occasion the Ger- 
mans had advanced their lines east of 
the river to the outer girdle of forts 
and had carried Douaumont and the ad- 
jcining redoubts. 

Germans Clear Wary. 

The Trench then retained the west 
bank of the river for three miles north 
of the line of Douaumont and were 
maintaining a harassing artillery fire 
from the heights on this bank against 
the German flank and rear. It was 
necessary to clear the lk rench from this 
region before the German attack agains' 
the fortress could proceed. This has 
been accomplished.

French Guns Active. 

French guns are no less active than 
the German, although their fire is more 
scattered. This is because the task of 
the French gunners is to search ou; 
German batteries, hidden over the en- 
tire landscape, and restrict their ac- 
tivity as much as possible. 

The French gunners seem to he per- 
forming their task well. They know 
the position of many batteries and shoo 
with uncomfortable accuracy, as the 
vorrespondent experienced personally 
when a shell dropped squarely in the 
battery by which he was standing.

Criticism of His Administration 
Forecast by House Commit- 
teemen’s Questions. 


AMENDS HIS PROGRAM 


Adds to Previous Recommenda-

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Further 
details of the navy’s needs were out. 
lined by Secretary Daniels when he re- 
sumed his testimony today before the 
House Naval Committee. 

Interest in the hearing, however, was 
focused largely on the expected crit- 
icism of the Secretary’s administration 
of the Navy Department. This was 
forecast by the course of certain com- 
-mitteemen in questioning previous wit- 
nesses. 

The Secretary in his statement before 
the committee yesterday added in sev- 
eral respects to the program he had 
mapped out in estimates previously sub- 
mitted to the committee. He urged the 
establishment of a government plant to 
manufacture navy projectiles; raised ihe 
petimate for the proposed research labor- 
atory from $1,900,000 to $1,500,000; asked

Secretary Daniels urged the committee 
to report favorably the armor plate fac- 
tory bill which recently passed the Sen- 
ate and which will be taken up nex: 
Tuesday. He laid stress on the neces- 
sity, in his opinion, of providing means 
for establishing a fair price for armor 
or other material needed by the navy 
through equipping Government plants to 
produce whatever could not be obtained 
at a satisfactory figure by contract. 

Projectile Plant Vital. 

A projectile plant, the Secretary de- 
clared, was vitally important to the 
navy. With commercial concerns flood- 
ed with war orders from Europe, he 
said, prices were going up and it had 
been virtually impossible to obtain what 
the navy must have. He added that a 
Government plant would make it possi- 
ble to guard against navy inventions 
getting into the hands of possible enemy 
Powers, as was now almost certain tv 
be the case. 

The Secretary read a long statement 
showing the fluctuation in the price of 
projectiles asked by bidders. 

In spite of all the firms now engaged 
in manufacturing projectiles for foreign 
governments, he said, it is a fact that 
last July the department advertised for 
six-inch, three-inch common projectiles 
and was unable to obtain satisfactorv 
bids. And on this account only the de- 
partment undertook to manufacture «a 
large quantity of these projectiles at 
navy yards. 

When the 1914 bids for armor-piercing 
projectiles were advertised for, Mr. 
Daniels said, an English firm, Hadfields 
Ltd., announced its intention to bid. 

“The companies usually furnishing ar- 
mor-piercing projectiles,” he said, ‘‘a - 
parently understood that MHadfields 
would enter the field, and, notwith- 
standing that the last previous bids of 
these companies had been $490 to $500, 
the Crucible Steel Co., the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. and the Midvale Steel Co. bid 
at the abnormally low prices of $315, 
$320 and $334 each. These bids were well 
under those submitted by Hadfields, and 
that company could not obtain a con- 
tract.

Condition of Nary. 

“The condition in the United States 
today is briefly as follows: 

“The navy wants armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles, but it does not want an infe- 
rior quality such as the manufacturers 
are willing to sell as such. The manu- 
facturers, although they have ample ca- 
pacity, and although they know that 
projectiles in accordance with the re- 
quirements can be produced, are un- 
willing to undertake their production, 
but are endeavoring to force the Navy 
Department to pay the same price for 
an admittedly inferior product. 

“What is the answer? There can be 
only one: that {s, for the Navy De- 
partment to own and operate its own 
projectile plant, which will enable ‘t 
to fill its own requirements :1d possi- 
bly to improve over the qualities of 
private concerns.” 

Secretary Daniels explained that his 
request that the enlistment of 15,000 ad- 
ditional men be authorized this year 
would bring the force to the figure fixed 
by the General Board in its last com: 
munication on the subject, approxi- 
mately : 67,000 men. He suggested that 
the hospital corps be excluded from the 
authorized enlisted strength in future 
as in the army. While the Secretary 
thought it improbable that more thar: 
10,00 more men could be enlisted, he 
pointed out that with the authorization 
for 15,000 and appropriations immediately 
available the recruiting service could 
be amplified so as to secure quicker 
results. 

Ship Complement Problem. 

As to the differing opinions among 
officers who have testified concerning 
the necessary complements for ships, 
Secretary Daniels said that was one 
of the most vexing problems, as it was 
seldom two Captains agreed as to the 
number of men they needed. The whole 
matter, he said, was being worked out 
by a board of officers. 

The Secretary urged the equipment of 
the Norfolk, Philadelphia and Puget 
Sound Navy Yards for heavy construc- 
tion and the building of a big drydock 
at Norfolk. He said the delay in coa- 
etructing battleships 48 and 44 had made 
it certain these ships would be far ahead 
of anything now afloat in torpedo pro- 
tection. The delay had been urged, he 
said, by the chief constructor, who had 
only recently completed his plans.

Conferences of automobile manufac- 
turers and men engaged in oll produc- 
tion have been held here in the last 
few days and have been attended by 
Alfred Reeves, general manager of the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce; S. A. Miles, manager of the New 
York and Chicago automobile shows, 
ond John A. Royal, an oil man.

Democratic Decision to Permit 
Amendments to Measure Re- 
garded as Victory. 


iy Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—The deci- 


of the 


House to permit amendments to the Till- 
man bill passed by the Senate providing 
for the construction of an $11,000,000 Gov- 
ernment armor plant is hailed as a vi-- 
tory by the officials of the three con- 
cerns now enjoying a monopoly of that 
industry. More pressure is being exert- 
ed by the powerful financial influences 
of the country to accomplish the defeut 
of this measure than has been trained 
against any other undertaking cf the 
Wilson administration. 

The fight over the project, which wil! 
open next week, promises to be one of 
the most sensational of the session. It 
already has served to revive the scan- 
dals of 22 years ago, which involved the 
Carnegie Steel Co. in an attempt to take 
advantage of the Government and com- 
pelled it to forfeit $140,000 in fines. 

Three Firms Have Monopoly. 

The Carnegie company, the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. and the Midvale Steel Co. are 
the concerns monopolizing the manufac- 
ture of armor plate in this country. 

Every influence that these companies 
can bring to bear upon Congress to com- 
pel either the defeat or the emasculation 
of the Tillman bill is fully directed upon 
members of the House, following the 
failure to accomplish the rejection of it 
in the Senate. 

The Tillman bill is favored by the 
President, Secretary Daniels and naval 
experts. It is opposed on behalf of the 
three concerns engaged by nearly every 
trust, manufacturing corporation and 
financial institution in the United States. 

The basis of the opposition is that the 
establishment of a Government armor 
plant not only will deprive the present 
beneficiaries of enormous profits, but 
will open the way for further ‘overn- 
ment ownership ventures by the admin- 
istration. 

The opponents of the bill appear ‘to 
have a much better chance of defeating 
it in the House than they had in tne 
Senate. The Naval Committee of the 
House is believed to be almost solidly 
against the Tillman bill. four of the 
Democratic members—Talbott of Mary- 
land, Riordan of New York, Hart of

Kitchen Favors Bill. 

Claude Kitchin, majority leader, wi? 
is in favor of the Government owner- 
ship plan, expressed the opinion todav 
that the decision of the Democratic 
caucus to consider amendments to the 
Tillman bill now pronounced satisfac. 
tory by the President and the Secretary 
of the Navy, in itself will not endan- 
ger the project. He admitted, however, 
that chances favored extensive ameni#- 
ments. 

The armor plate monopolists are con- 
fident that they can get enough Demo- 
cratic votes to co-operate with the Re- 
publican minority either to defeat the 
measure or amend it in such a manner 
as to defeat its principal purposes. 

Two of the three companies making 
armor plate for the Government are 
controlled by men who figured promi- 
nently in the scandal which involved 
the Carnegie company 22 years ago. 
These are Charles M. Schwab, who is 
almost the sole master of the Bethle- 
hem company, and W. E. Cory, whio 
dominates the affairs of the Midvale 
concern. 

The Carnegie company is dominated 
by H. C. Frick, who also played a fair- 
ly important part in the scandals to 
which Government officials are now 
harking back for comparison with the 
present effort to prevent the Govern- 
ment from embarking into the mani- 
festly profitable venturé of making ar- 
mor. 

Resulted in Investigation. 

Disclosures made to the Government 
in 1894 resulted in an investigation bv 
the House of Representatives in that 
year. In accordance with a’ resolution 
providing for the inquiry, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy was called upon for 
information concerning alleged viola- 
tions by the Carnegie company of the 
terms of the contracts between the 
United States Government and that cor- 
poration for armor and armor plates. 
Hilary A. Herbert at that time was 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Secretary Herbert wrote to the Speak- 
er of the House, describing his own in- 
quiry into the alleged frauds and giving 
the results of his conferences with offi- 
cers of the Carnegie company. 
ported: 


“Mr. Frick (H. C. Frick, chairman of 
the Carnegie Steel Co.) was notified and 
came to Washington and a settlemen: 
was effected according to the terms of 
the agreement. The Carnegie Steel Co. 
(Ltd.) paid into the Bank of Pittsburg 
to the credit of the informants 935,121.25, 
and it credited vouchers for arms fur- 
nished the Government with $105,306.” 


The Secretary also advised Congress 
that “the department is informed that 
Supt. Schwab has since the transaction 
complained of having been removed from 
all connection as to authority over the 
armor department at Homestead, except 
so far as concerns the erecticn of new 
plants; also that the genera! f£uperin- 
tendence and control of the entire gub- 
ject has been placed, to their satisfac- 
tion, in the hands of Mr. Husicker, aig 
to the chairman, Mr. Fri@:."’ 

Settlement was Compromise. 

The $140,000 returned by the Carnegie 
company did not represent the total loss 
to the Government through the advan- 
tages taken by the Carnezie company, 
for which, the testimony proved, Mr. 
Schwab and Mr. Corey were mainly re- 
sponsible. The settlement ws in the na- 
ture of a compromise santioned hy 
President Cleveland, who, in a letter to 
the Secretary of Navy, directed that the 
company forfeit the sum named. 

“IT am satisfied,’’ wrote the Presidem, 
“that a large portion of the armor sup- 
ply was not of a quality (nat would have 
been produced if all possibls care and 
skill had been exercised in its construc- 
tion. I am of the opinon that, under the 
terms of the contract between the Gov- 
ernment and the company, this consti- 
tuted a default entitling the Government 
to damages.”’ 

In his examination by the Investiga- 
tion Committee, Capt. Sampson of the 
Ordnance Board, supplied some interest- 
ing evidence regarding the methods of 
the Carnegie company. RKepresentative 
Money, a member of the comfmttee, put 
this question to Capt. Sampson: 

“Who is the man immediately cespon- 
sible for these frauds?’

ollowing the settlement of the armor 
plate controversy in 1894, an investiga- 
tion developed the fact, that for years, 
the Bethlehem Steel Co. which since has 
passed into the control of Scnwah, had 
sold armor plate to Russia at $249 a 
ton, as against $616.14 charged the Unit- 
ed States Government for «he same ma- 
terial. This fact was revealed in a let- 
ter written by Secretary Daniels to Sen- 
ator Swanson a few days ago. 

In connection with the Russian 
tracts, an official of the present admin- 
istration supplies some very interesting 
information. It relates to a demand 
made by the late John W. tates on 
Mark Hanna in the Shoreham tlotel in 
this citv, just after the inauguration of 
Mr. McKinley. Gates at the time was 
rrominent in the steel industry. He ap- 
proached Hanna and said in substance: 

“Hanna, I want vou to make Mckin- 
lev appoint —— —— Ambassad>r to Rus- 
sia.’’

Russia, declared today that he was * 
spy for the German Government. 
Weary from the excitement he nhn:d 
undergone he threw himself upon a cot 
fn the Lewes jail early today and 
sought sleep. 

"Yes, I am a spy for the German Gov- 
he said. “You can believe 
it or not, it makes no difference to ine. 
I got my instructions from the German 
Government to go aboard the ship and 
blow her up and to prevent her cargo 
from reaching Russia. I could have 
blown her wp, but the captain’s plea 
for his wife and daughter was too mucu 
for me and I hadn’t the heart to do it. 
I am ready to take the consequences 
but I ask that they keep me ashore 
instead of sending me back to the ship 
for the captain to take me’in charge 


Likely to Be Sent Back. 
Schiller had been told that as his dar- 


ing exploit occurred outside the three- 
mile limit, he would in all likelihood be 
taken to British possessions in the West 
Indies for trial for piracy. Federal au- 
thorities and representatives from the 
British Government came here today to 
examine Schiller and to decide wha: tu 
do with him. If the United States finds 
fi has no jurisdiction under interna- 
tional maritime law, he will be turned 
cver to the representatives of Great 
Britain. 

An examination into Schiller’s ment! 
condition will be made. Those who have 
talked with him believe he is irrespon- 
sible and that his story of his career 
is not true.

Association, of which he is a member, 
has determined to circulate petitions 
among the voters, urging the recall 
Hart’ as member of the 
Board of Aldermen from the Twenty- 
eighth Ward. The right of recall, 
city charter, 
never has Leen exercised heretofore 
jin St. Louis. 

This step, Dr. Young sald, will be 
taken because Alderman Hart appeared 
before the Board of Public Service as 
counsel for the Parker-Washington Co. 
in its fight for a permit to lay a switch 
track across Audubon avenue to its 
material supply plant on Taylor ave- 
nue, between Duncan and Audubon ave- 
,nues. 

The permit was granted Wednesday 
by the Board of Public Service, although 
it had been successfully opposed for 10 
years by the Forest Park Residents’ As- 
sociation. One of the grounds for the 
'opposition is that the switch would Im- 
peril the safety of pupils at the portable 
tublic school on Duncan avenue, be- 
tween Euclid and Taylor avenues. 

Reason for Recall. 

“We want Alderman Hart recalled,” 
Dr. Young declared, ‘“‘because we feel 
it is inconsistent with his duties ag a 
public official to be the regularly re- 
tained counsel of a corporation which is 
engaged in the business of making con- 
tracts with the city for the construc- 
tion of streets and sidewalks.’ 

Dr. Young said that members of the 
association believed a “political trick” 
had been used in getting the permit. 
He said that the law firm of Barclay 
& Orthwein had represented the 
Parker-Washington company in its 
futile efforts to get a permit, and 
that Alderman Hart had represented 
it in its successful effort. 

Members of the Board of Education, 
led by President J. P. Harper, yester- 
day told the Board of Public Service 
that the granting of the permit would 
;make it possible for the Board of 
|'Education to erect the William Stix 
School Building on the Duncan avenue 
|} site, now occupied by portable schcol 
| buildings. The Board of Education 
or had opposed the switch. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
'Public Service replied that there was 
Ino reason why school children should 
cross the switch, as Audubon avenue is 
'a blind thoroughfare. 

To Continue as Attorney. 

Alderman Hart, when told of Dr. 
Young's statement. declared he would 
continue in the Parker-Washington 
+ Co, employment as long as paid 
| for his services. He said he was re- 
tained by the company last December, 
‘after William Orthwein became counse! 
| for the Kinloch Telephone Co... and 
|quit general practice. The Parker- 
Washington Co., Hart said, was Ortn- 
wein's client. 

The Residents’ Association, Alderman 
Hart said, had a charce to lodge their 
protests to the switch ae two public 
hearings before the Board of Public 
Service. The board, he said, had grant- 
ed a switch permit on March 9, 1915, be- 
fore he was retained by the Parker- 
Washington Co., and revoked it to give 
the Resident®Agsociation an opportun- 
ity to appear at ‘public hearings. He 
said there was no way he could help the 
company in his capacity as an Alder- 
man, as they have to bid against other 
corporations, and must be low bidder to 
get a contract. 

Provisions for Recall. 

A recall petition must be signed by 
2) per cent of all the registered voters 
of the city at the last preceding regula; 
niayoralty election, provided such nurn- 
ber shall be from at least two-thirds of 
the wards of the city. 


The recall petitions must be submitted 
to the Board of Election Commissioners, 
which shall examine them and certifv 
t their sufficiency. If the petitions 
are found sufficient, the board shalW 195 
,certify, and mail a copy of its certifi- 
cation to the official does not resign 
! called. If the official does not resign 
| within 10 days, the Election Board sha’! 
| make provision to submit the question 
jut his recall at the first election at 
| which it may be lawfully submitted, 
not less than 30 days nor more than 90

Why Americans Condemn Kaliserism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A few days ago the newspapers published an 
article written by Herr von Jagow in which he 
auked why the American people are hostile toward 
the Germans, I, as an American, would like to 
answer, for his information, that the Americans 
are not hostile to the German geuple; but they 
condemn the actions of the German Government— 
the Kaiser. ~- 

America has demanded Villa, dead or alive, for 
what he has done; now let us consider what he 
gid as compared with what the Kaiser has done. 

Villa has killed a few Americans. How many 
has the Kaiser killed? Villa has not openly de- 
glared that he did not consider a treaty, which is 
the most sacred international law, a “scrap of 
paper.” Villa is not gifted with all the education 
and educated supporters that the Kaiser has; 
hence the American Christian spirit does not ex- 
pect of him what they do of the Kaiser—or rather 
should. 

I am of German descent and was always in 
Geep eympathy with Germany until the day she 
erossed into Belgium and declared international 
law a “scrap of paper,’ and ever since that day 
has tried to conquer by means of “might” in- 
stead of the American principle, which is “right,” 
and which has always, since the beginning of 
time, superseded “might.” 

The way to judge what will be {is by what has 
been, and never yet has an individual or a nation 
which became self-righteous failed to fall. And 
the Americans are a scriptural people; they be- 
lieve in the command “Thou shalt have no other 
Gods before Me,” and know that Germany shall 
fail by reason of idolizing the Kaiser, while the 
German people seem to think their success lies in 
this fact. 

My heart even now goes out to the German 
people as it did to the Belgians; but never will 
there te any hopes for them; never will they be 
able to avert an even worse calamity than the 
Belgians met, unless they compel themselves to 
accépt things as they actually are and not just as 
the Kalser would like to have them. 

These are the views of an American and not an 
ally, and for the purpose only of causing the good 
German people to see, before it is too late, that 
their god is a false god after all, and that to 
worship a false god is sin; and the “wages of sin 
is death,’ which is rapidly overtaking them as a 
nation.

EIGHT-HOUR DAY ON RAILROADS. 

Formal notification of the new scale of pay 
demanded by the four great unions of railroad 
employes was made Thursday on St. Louis rail- 
rcad managers. 

The 30-day period allowed the managers for 
acceptance opens with the public prejudiced 
against a demand that follows so closely other 
important ‘concessions made to these unions in 
the immediate past and confused by the conflict 
between contradictory, absolutely irreconcilable 
statements. 

The managers say that the success of the eight- 
hour day in other industries afford no analogy 
for judging of its effects in tfansportation, in 
which time is the vita elément. 

The employes say the\ghalogy is virtually com- 
plete at all points. 

The managers, declaring the eight-hour day hope- 
lessly impractical, point to the dual rule under 
which work for 10 houre without completion of 
100 miles in transit or the completion of 100 miles 
without work for 10 hours constitutes in either 
case a day, which rule is to be adjusted to the 
eight-hour, 100-mile basis. They say a train 
crew which had completed eight hours, with its 
train still 20 miles from its destination, would 
either be continued at pay for time and a half or 
replased by a new crew, which might earn a 
day’s pay. by working perhaps two hours or by 
completing only 20 miles on the mileage basis. 

The employes retort that this rule can be made 
as practical under the eight-hour as under the 
10-hour day by speeding up the average time of 
trains, which also would give benefits to ship- 
pers. 

The managers deduce from the circumstances 
of the case that it is an insincere demand for the 
benefits of the eight-hour day; that it is only an 
attempt to force the use of a shorter unit of 
measurement to give enormously increased pay; 
that employes under the new scale will work 
just as Icng as at present, while new costs to 
the amount of: $100,000,000 will be imposed on 
railroads and public. 

The employes assert that it is a genuine effort 
tc. secure that {improvement in working condi- 
tions which results from the adoption of the 
eight-hour schedule generally, and that the in- 
creased cost will be almost negligible and con- 
fined largely to switchyard and other localized 
work. 

With these and other unadjustable differences 
in statement, the public, whose interests sur- 
pass those of either managers or workers, takes 
its stand on one unassailable position: That the 
case is indisputably one for arbitration. Only 
in light of the truth, as determined by disinter- 
ested arbiters, can the merits of the ex-parte 
contentions diametrically opposed to one another 
be determined. 


If we continue to bolt our flour and bolt our 
food, we may expect to have trouble in our in- 
teriors.

From which it appears that the learned Jus- 
tices’ estimate of that kind of a Public Adminis- 
trator differs from that of a disgusted public 
principally in being expressed in more polite

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ENGLAND AND OUR MAIL SACKS. 

Lord Robert Cecil indignantly denies that En- 
gland is censoring the mails from this and other 
countries in the design of stealing American 
trade secrets and American trade. England steal 
trade secrets? Senator Hitchcock and others in 
this country ought to be ashamed of themselves 
for making such a cruel charge. She has tied up 
millions and millions of dollars’ worth of Amer- 
ican goods in her prize courts, she has not settled 
yet even for the three ships loaded with meat 
products she seized in the first weeks of the war, 
she makes the increase in our trade to European 
neutrals the excuse for high-handed acts, though 
her own trade to those neutrals has also increased 
and she is edging in on us wherever she can. 
She has the nerve to open our mail sacks, but 
she wouid not steal any trade secrets or fill her- 
self any mail orders for goods she finds in the 
sacks. Commercial England would scorn to do 
anything like that. 
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‘‘ALL THE TRAFFIO WILL BEAR.’’ 

It might be supposed, from the suit of a local 
physician agaigist a patient who resists payment 
of his bill on the ground of exorbitance, that the 
sole standard regulating medical charges is 
the ability of the patient to pay. 

A surgeon, it appears from the testimony, would 
charge a millionaire a great deal more for re- 
moving a wart than he would charge a man in 
limited circumstances, for instance a newspaper 
worker. But, unfortunately, the charge for re- 
moving a wart would afford no guidance in gpec- 
ulating on the charge for removing an appendix. 
Probably no penniless patient against whom any 
charge at all would be made for appendix re- 
moval could ever hope to escape with as small 
a bill as that made against even a multimillion- 
aire for wart removal. 

So there are standards other than the ability of 
the patient to pay, though the latter is a most 
important, perhaps the chief, standard. It seems 
to the layman a shockingly empiric basis in a 
profession ii which everything else is supposed 
to be on a strictly scientific basis. A patient, if 
permitted to fix the honorarium, might properly 
proportion it to his means, just as he fixes his 
subscription to his preacher or the political can- 
didates to whom he is partial. But admitting the 
definite worth of a doctor’s time and skill, why 


he waste that valuable time and opportunity for. 
the exercise of that valuable skill by wrangling 
in a courtroom? 

To charge all the traffic will bear seems per- 
fectly in accord with medical ethics, if the doctor 
can get it. The safety rule for the patient is to 
see that the doctor has no exaggerated idea of 
your bank account before the anesthetic is ad- 
ministered.

THE LITERACY TEST WINS. 

The immigration bill, including the literacy 
test, passed the National House of Representa- 
tives by a majority large enough tc overcome 2 
presidential veto. The test was slightly modified 
to admit relatives of persons in this country and 
certain classes of refugees from religious persecu 
tion. No exeeption is made for political refugees 
who may be fleeing from death or intolerable op- 
pression. 

Unless the Senate shall succeed in eliminating 
the test, which is improbable, America will no 
longer be the refuge for all the oppressed and 
downtrodden of the earth. We limit the refuge 
to the educated oppressed, which includes as a 
rule the least oppressed and those who can best 
take care of themselves in their own country. 
The poor toilers who are forced by oppression 
and poverty into involuntary ignorance are shut 
out. They may be honest; they may be indus- 
trious; they may have the qualities to make good 
citizens under out free institutions and with 
opportunity to obtain free education, but because 
they have been denied the advantage of education 
we deny them admittance to America. 

Among those who will be shut out under the 
literacy test are the honest, industrious, thrifty 
peasantry and wage-earning classes under the 
worst despotisms in Europe, which in the past 
have contributed vastly to oyr wealth and pros- 
perity. These immigrants have tilled the soil @nd 
cone the heavy work of industry and commerce. 
America has profited richly from their labors and 
from the labors of their educated descendants. 

The only hope for a better expression of Amer- 
‘can spirit lies in the Senate. It {is not promis- 
ing. Congress seems determined to shut the 
gates of the country against immigration. That 
better public opinion which hitherto has found 
a-voice in presidential vetoes should be brought to 
bear on the Senate. 
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LICKING THE WORLD. 

Our interest and sympathy are both stirred by 
the reported experience of a German full of Ken- 
tucky whisky who walked into a Morgan street 
saloon and in the face of a Russo-Franco-Irish- 
American audience asserted that Germany could 
‘lick the world.” They did not wait for him to 
mobilize, violate the neutrality of Belgium, cross 
the French border, call out the Landsturm, or do 
anything further. In short, he lies at the city 
hospital with a smeared physiognomy in which 
the features are blurred as though painted by an 
Impressionist or Futurist. Also, during the argu- 
ment $600 fell out of his pocket, leaving him 
busted.

THE ORIGIN OF SNIPER. 


Sir: Can you give me the origin of the word ‘‘snip- 
er’’ in the sense it is used today? If it is derived from 
the word ‘‘snipe’’ as its spelling would indicate 
then its meaning is much confused, for ‘‘snipe’’ 
means ‘‘bird,’’ ‘‘fool’’ or ‘‘blockhead’’ and none 
of those words would fit a man hiding behind a rock 
or a chimney, gun in hand, intent on cutting short the 
life of another man. If, on the contrary, it is dert- 
vative of the word ‘‘snip’’ which means ‘‘to cut 
short,’’ its meaning is retained, but its spelling is 
wrong. Please tell me which word is the root.

Unfortunately, we cannot. It is sometimes said 
that the term comes to us from the guttersnipe, or 
street Arab, who darts out for the butt of a cigar, or 
as the slang expression goes, ‘‘shoots a snipe.’” The 
Standard Dictionary says that to snipe is to fire on 
the enemy at long range, or from ambush. The peo- 
ple who fired on our men from the housetops and win- 
dows of Vera Cruz were called snipers. Similarly 
the Belgians who fired on the Germans from house- 
tops and windows were called snipers. However, the 
term does not imply a distinction between soldiers 
and civilians, for we read that there are snipers in 
the trenches in FPlanders. The word seems to hare 
been given breadth in its meaning until it bas dis- 
placed sharpshooter. One almost sever hears of 
sharpshooters any more, though that term was gener- 
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with you that one firing from behind a chimney or 
tree is no blockhead, as the old definition insisted. 
Upon the contrary. Nor do we think very much of 
Ship, to cut short, as the root of sniper. A well- 
placed bullet cuts short as readily, whether fired from 
behind a rainbarrel or from the open, if it hits one 
in the right place. It is almost equally hard to see 
what relation there is, if any, between shooting enipe 
in the gutter and firing on an enemy over the false 
front of a flat. The term more likely owes its origin 
to snipe shooting. The jacksnipe is a very hard bird 
to hit on the wing, and one reaching out from vehind 
a telegraph pole trying to shoot a soldier and get 
back before the soldier or his comrades let daylight 
through him is in the same hurry to shoot that the 
hunter is in when a snipe flies up. Sportamen have 
aiways called this snap shooting, but if sniping is 
insisted upon they have no objection. Anything to 
indicate a heluva hurry, begging pardon.

ELMAN, THE BOY 


VIOLINIST, BECOMES 
MATURE IN YEAR 


Twelve Months of Seclusion 
Work Wonders With Style 
of Virtuoso. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES, 
URING the interval since Mischa 
[) Elman, the Russian violinist, last 
appeared itn St. Louis, he carried 
out a resolution of no little heroism, in- 
spired by a critical faculty of introspec- 
tion rare among the self-satisfied race of 
artists. His determination was nothing 
less than that of retiring from the con- 
cert stage for a sabbatical year of self- 
discipline, of ripening and refining his 
art. 

Celebrated us a prodigy since his first 
public perfvimance at the age of lz 
years, Elman had the courage and mod- 
esty to believe that he was in danger of 
becoming narrowly one-sided. He hai 
confined himself to the violin repertory, 
but now felt imperatively the need of 
that wide education in all forms of music 
Which is essentia! to a well-rounded 
artistic personality. So; for a year he 
forgot that he was a violin virtuoso, at- 
tended tirelessly the opera and sympho- 
ny concerts in New York, studied com- 
position, writing an orchestral suite, be- 
sides many violin pieces and songs, and 
found for the first time opportunity to 
read some of the books which make for 
general culture. 

Experiment Cost $150,000. 

This experiment cost him in money, he 
estimates, $154,000, the sum which his 
earnings as one of the most popular of 
fiddlers would have attained during the 
vear; but that it earned for him a 
precious development in his art was 
proved most decisively in his recital last 
night at the Odeon, before a larye adi- 
ence of the eagerness and loyalty which 
characterize the Elman following. 

Vanished aimost entirely were the 
vouthful excesses, the idiosyncrasies of 
temperament, the sensational plays to the 
groundlings, the tendency to smears of 
sentimentality, which once distressed his 
admirers; end instead there appeared 
an artist of adult stature, poised, re- 
strained and matured. It was a new 
and vastly fine: Elman who wrought his 
miracles of fiddling upon the Odeon 
stage, and one equipped for high rank 
among the illustrious violinists ot the 
day. 

His development was nowhere re- 
vealed more strikingly than in the most 
important number of his program, the 
“Concerto Pathetique,’’ in F-sharp mi- 
nor, by Heinrich Ernst, a composer of 
the middle of the nineteenth century. 
This is notorious as the most difficult 
composition ever written for the vioiin, 
and it is related that the composer hiim- 
self, although a virtuoso of renown, 
did not always escape coming to grief 
in essaying its enormous technical ex- 
actions. 


Holds Self in Check. 


Such a number might easily degener- 
ate into a mere show piece, a vehicle 
for parading the performer's technique. 
But it was not so with the new Elman; 
the pyrotechnics which would once have 
afforded him a brilliant opportunity for 
display were thrust firmly into a sec- 
ondary place, so that probably not one 
in 20 among the audience had an idea of 
the feats of virtuosity which he flung 
off with such unostentatious facility. 
But there were few who did not per- 
ceive the composition’s nobility of 
thought, the eloquent bringing forth 
of which was clearly the first matter 
in the violinist’s purpose. 

Elman has always been 
the rich beauty of his tone, 
safely be said that today he has no 
equal among violinists in the produc- 
tion of sensuous and sumptuous sound. 
He owes something of this, of course, to 
his magnificent Stradavarius_ instru- 
ment: but other violinists posess sucil 
instruments without rivaling his tone, so 
that this must be considered one of E}- 
man’s personal gifts. 

Opulence of Notes. 

The opulence of the notes drawn 
from his violin, raining down upon 
the sense of hearing in a shower of 
golden sounds, was the outstanding 
feature of his playing. At times the 
flashing splendors of his tone be- 
came almost intolerably dazzling to 
the ear, like light thrown ‘into the 
eyes from a mirror. One became 
possessed with a pagan joy in beau- 
tiful sound for its own sake, and felt 
certain that it would be a voluptuous 
pleasure merely to hear Elman play 
scales. ? 

But into this body of physical love- 
liness was breathed a soul by reason 
of the intense emotional ardor which 
is another of Elman’ s individual 
traits. Time was when he let his 
feelings run riot; but now, under the 
restraint of his ripened intelligence, 
they are held in firm leash, with the 
result that he is able to achieve some 
of the most ravishing effects of In- 
terpretation possible to the violin. 
One of his women, Schubert's “Ave 
Maria.” in Wilhélmj’s arrangement, 
may be cited. In addition to the 
radiance of his tone and its organ- 
like richness, this number was unfor- 
getiable for its. emotional compul- 
sion, leading many to the edge of 
tears. It was easily the most moving 
and poetic of his offerings. 

The program began with Antonio Vi- 
valdi’s long overlooked Concerto in G 
Minor, which had its birth in Venice in 
the seventeenth century, and portrays 
artistic Italy of that time in the ta- 
gratiating melody of its pure, gently 
flowing and untroubled song. The se-

WASHINGTON, March 31.-The fight 
aguinst the House Iinmigration Bill pre- 
scribing a literacy test for the adinis- 
sion of aliens, was today transferred to 
the Senate, although its passage there 
is fully expected. 

As it went to the Senate following its 
pussage by the House by a Vote of ‘ws 
to 87 late yesterday, the bill contained 
provisions for a literacy test and 
Asiatic exclusion. Opponents of the 
measure centered their efforts on having 
the literacy test feature eliminated, but 
in this they were unsuccessful. 

Similar Bills Vetoed. 

Three presidents including Mr. Wilson 
have vetoed similar bills because of 
literacy test provisions and attempts to 
pass the measures over the presidential 
veto have always failed in one house or 
the other. 

While the President has not made 
known his intentions, Representative 
Burnett, author of the bill, and chair- 
rian of the Immigration Committee, 
predicts that if he should veto the 
measure it can be repassed over his 
head. 

The literacy test about which the 
fight against the bill had centered was 
sustained, 284 to 107. 

Both record votes—on the literacy test 
and on the passage of the bill—were 
without regard to party lines. Majority 
Leader Kitchin voted for the literacy 
test and for the bill. Minority Leader 
Mann voted against the literacy test 
and then for the bill. 

During the debate the Humphrey re- 
ciprocal exclusion amendment adopted 
Tuesday, aimed at _ retaliation upon 
British Columbia, because of its exclu- 
sion of skilled and unskilled labor from 
this and other foreign countries, was 
modified upon discovery that it oper- 
ated against immigration from Russia.

March 31.—KEstablishment of a field bak- 
ery on a Mexican plantation near head- 
quarters has released half a dozen at- 
tomobiles for other work which up to 
today have been distributing bread 
baked on the United States border, 
among the columns of the expedition. 

The new field kitchens, comprising two 
ovens, each nearly the size of a garage, 
are capable of turning out 5400 one- 
pound loaves of bread per day. A one- 
pound loaf of army bread is a duay’s 
ration for a soldier in the field. It is 
about the size of a derby hat, but not 
so symmetrical. 

Cost of Transportation Heavy. 
The estimated cost of carrying 
bread from the border to the bases 
automobile trucks was $60 per day for 
gasoline fuel alone. More important 
than the saving in money was the 
lease of automobiles and other trans- 
port facilities for carrying additional 
supplies. The space released can fur- 
nish a daily grain supply for about one 

regiment of cavalry horses. 

The bread baked in the new ovens is 
from native Mexican flour, the first ob- 
tained by the expeditionary columns. 
The ovens are made of native brick and 
adobe mud. EKach oven has a large fire- 
box inclosed on all sides by thick brick 
and mud walls. A wood fire is built in 
this box, burning for about an hour un- 
til the temperature in the box is about 
600 degrees. Then the fire is removed 
quickly, a wet cloth on a pole wipes out 
the wooden ashes and, with a wooden 
ladle with a handle about 20 feet long, 
dough loaves are deposited in the fire- 
box. In about an hour they are done

It was changed so as to make it applil- 
cable only to a “contiguous foreign 
country.’’ 

Representative Bennet of New York 
read to the House a telegram from 
Louis Marshall of New York, pointing 
out that the amendment as originally 
adopted would interfere with the right 
of asylum, and saying: 

“So far as the Russian Jew is con- 
cerned, it will exclude him altogether, 
because Russia has steadfastly for- 
bidden American Jews to enter her do- 
main, even though they bear American 
passports.” 

“The literacy test as adopted would 
exclude all aliens over 16 years old, 
physically capable of reading, who can- 
not read English or some other lan- 
guage, except certain relatives of per- 
sons already in this country and cer- 
tain classes of refugees from religious 
persecution. 

Aslatic Exclusion. 

Asiatic exclusion provisions specifical. 
ly bar Hindus and add to the excluded 
classes ‘“‘persons who cannot become 
eligible, under existing laws, to become 
citizens of the United States by natur- 
alization unless otherwise provided for” 
by existing of future treaties conven- 
tions or agreements. 

Pacific coast members were satisfied 
with this provision, which gives legis- 
lative recognition to the existing so- 
called ‘“‘gentlemen'’s agreement’ with 
Japan for the exclusion of Japanese la- 
borers, and the committee advised the 
House tlrat there was nothing offensive 
in the language to the Immigration Bu- 
reau, the State Department or to any 
Government.

TRARE MANUSCRIPTS SOLD 


FROM W. K. BIXBY LIBRARY 


Proceeds te Date Total $30,473; Col- 
lector Pays $2260 for Original of 
‘The Cloister and the Hearth.” 

NEW YORK, March 21.—Charles 
Reade’s manuscript of ‘‘The Cloister anda 
the Hearth.”’ written in ink on about 80 
quarto and fclio pages, was sold to 
George D. Smith for $2260 last night in 
the Anderson galleries, at the sale of 
items frora the library of William K. 
Bixby of St. Louis. Thus far the sale 
has brought a total of $30,473. 

Smith paid $1950 for the manuscript of 
three chapters of Irving's “Tales of a 
Traveler” and $1200 for a ‘“‘Common Play 
Beok”’ of Charies Lamb, with 77 pages 
of manuscript. 

Walter M. Hill of Chicago paid $390 for 
six pages of & cantata in the manuscript 
of Haydn. Henry James’ manuscript of 
his ‘‘Longstaff Message’ was bought by 
Gabriel Weis for $4¢, who got a manu- 
script of 11 stanzas written by Kipling 
for an almanac of sports for $445. J. F. 
Drake paid $242.50 for a copy of the first 
edition of the poems of Keats. 

Smith paid $1925 for Moore's “iife, 
Tetters and Journals of Lord Byron,” 
one volume extended to two by the inser- 
tion of 250 autograph letters and manu- 
scripts of persons mentioned in the text, 
$2100 for the manuscript orderly books of 
Adjt. Francis Tufts of the Eighth Mas-
